Perry shot him twiM. Perry climbed 
Into the car and thejfl was it desperate 
-fight. 


The conductor heard, the row and 


stopped the train. 
Then he looted

Perry looked out of the oxpross 


car when the train/stopped, saw the 
conductor and-shot at him. The con- 
ductor sent a brakeman. buck to the 
next station to telegraph alone the 
line that they had a train robber on 
board. 
Then- they went on to Port 


Byrou, 
They stoppbd at the station 


and took care 'of tho messenger, who 
•was badly wounded. Perry had disap- 
peared. 
At Lyons, where ths next 


stop was made, there was a big crowd. 
Perry was In the crowd. He had evi- 
dently got off the further side of tho 
train when it stood in the station. 


The conductor reeoKnlzed him and 


made a rush tor hinj. Perry Icopt the 
crowd back\w.ith his revolver and ran 
across the trucks to where a coai train 
was standing.. He uncoupled the -en- 
gine and jumped into the cab and or- 
dered tile engineer and Uroman1 to £et 
out of sight. Then he pullefl the throt- 
tle open and started at top speed. The 
express train's engine was uncoupled 
an'ci a party-started attar, him. 


When they were about to overtake 


him he stopped his engine, reversed it, 
and started back. As he passed his 
pursuers, who weru on another track, 
he • fired . two shots through the cab 
window. Tho pursntnj; engine was re- 
versed and backed after him. Perry 
went ahead, again. A's ho passed his 
pursners this, tlmo he shot through the 
cab again. Tho men on the- pursuing 
engine found they couldn't catch him i 
and went back to Lyons. Perry found 
the steam giving out and abandoned 
the engine. 
Ho then started across 


country. 
Finally ha was captured-at 


Newark. 


He was afterward convicted "and 


sentenced to Auburn prison for a Jong 
term ot years. He had served about 
a year and a half when .be was trans- 
ferred to Mattewau as incurably in- 
sane. \Vhon ho had. been in Mattewah 
about two years ho and four other In- 
mates escaped from that Institution 
at a late hour In the night. Jt was 
'several weeks before ho was agaSn 
recaptured and he was then tranafwr- 
red to Dannemora.

that ho has refused to eat for four [ 
year!) and that it has boon necossmry
